The 200,000th telephone was to- 
stalled in the farm home of T. D.

At the regular monthly meet- 
ing of the Town Council on Mon- 
day night an ordinance passed on 
first reading requiring every per- 
son employed within the Town 
regardless of his position or 
capacity to be photographed, 
fingerprinted and registered by 
the Police Department. This is 
to reality an amendment to an 
existing ordinance which only 
applied to domestic servants. It 
carries with a fee of one dollar 
and thirty cents to cover the al- 
leged necessary expense incurred 
to compiling the data and also a 
fee of fifty cents annually to have 
the so-called registration card re- 
newed. It was recommended by 
the police committee without dis- 
cussion and passed the Council 
without a dissenting vote. 

Sign Bonds Required v '. 

An emergency ordinance was 
adopted requiring any one having 
signs, awnings or other objects 
suspending and overhanging any 
sidewalk within the Town to post 
a $5,000 (indemnifying bond with 
the Town or to carry^ a $5,000 in- 
surance policy protecting the 
owner and the Town against any 
loss as damages that might be 
caused by these overhanging ob- 
jects. It requires further . that 
any one wishing to erect a sigh 
or awning which will protrude 
over the sidewalk will first have 
to procure a permit from the 
Supervising Engineer. All, who 
now have awnings and signs ro 
constructed, are required to post 
the bond or procure the insurance 
policy within thirty days. As an 
emergency ordinance it becomes 
effective at once. 

Building Moving Ordinance 

Another ordinance was passed 
requiring anyone desiring to move 
a building to make application 
to Town Engineer, setting out the 
location of the building and the 
location to which it is to be mov- 
ed, the size and type of building, 
the street or streets desired to be 
used and post an undemnifying 
bond from $200 to ? 20 000, the 
amount to be left to the discretion 
of the Town Engineer based on 
the required data. This also was 
an emergency Ordinance.

In the eyes of our Town Fathers 
every employee within the con- 
fines of Virginia Beach is a po- 
tential criminal. At the regular 
meeting of this momentous body 
held on Monday night, an ord- 
inance was passed, b^svan un- 
animous vote, which requires that 
all employees within the Town, 
regardless of capacity or position, 
to be fingerprinted, photographed 
and registered by the police de- 
partment. This means that each 
and every Individual, from the 
sole owner and president of the 
largest corporation In the Town 
down to the most humble em- 
ployee, will have to procure this 
permit to be employed or other- 
wise he will be subjected to a fine 

This ordinance was passed os- 
tensibly under the police powers 
of the Municipality. It Is realized 
that great latitudes have been ex- 
tended to governing bodies under 
the so-called police powers and 
at the same time many sins have 
been committed in its name. It is 
suspected that this ordinance is 
among this classification. 

Incidently, we forgot to men- 
tion the fact that each of these 
potential law-breakers will have 
to nay one dollar and thirty cents 
to /defray the supposed expense 
having his name, face and 
fingerprint placed on this official 
roster maintained by the police 
department and in addition pay, 
each and avery year thereafter, 
fifty cents to keep it there. Hav- 
ing once paid the profiteering fee 
for being placed in the "rogue's 
gallery" and then the continuing 
annual fee to stay there rather 
resembles a revenue tax more 
than a regulatory ordinance. 

It is admitted that Virginia 
Beach is a wonderful place but it 
is hard to conceive that it is so 
wonderful that a fee has to be 
paid in order to hold employment 
within its boundaries, particular 
in these days of depression and 
unemployment. 

It is unquestioned that a muni- 
cipality has a right under its 
police powers to punish an indiv- 
idual for the commitment of 
crime or the infringement on the 
rights of other citizens and also 
to prohibit -the existence of a 
nuisance, but when an individual 
has not violated the criminal code 
nor conducted a nuisance and is 
merely seeking to eke out an 
honest living by the fruits of his 
labors, we declare such a man- 
datory (not regulatory) ordinance 
as this to be unconstitutional. It is 
an insulting intrusion on the per- 
sonal rights and liberties of law 
abiding citizens and a license tax 
on his personal labors. 

We may take solace, however, 
that the members of this august 
body, as employees of the Town 
will have their names, faces and 
fingerprints indexed in this 
"who's who" of Virginia Beach. 



THE SANDS DUNES OF THE 
"FIRST LANDING" 



Through the efforts of the As- 
sembly of Tidewater Virginia 
Women and the Daughters of the 
American Colonist, approximate- 
ly one quarter of an acre of land, 
near the Cape Henry Light House, 
has been set aside and made a 
part of the Colonial National 
Historical Parks. This quarter

it stands a stone cress, erected by 
Daughters of the Amurfc — Col- 
onists, as* permanent marker of 
the spot where the "Pint Settl- 
ers" first put foot on American 
soU and as a substitute of the 
wooden Cross placed there by 
those brave souls. Surrounding 
this Cross are white sand dunes, 
splotched with wild rice, sage and 
bayberry bushes, as beautiful to 
the lovers of the rustic seashore 
as the cypress pools and flora of 
the Seashore State Park are tc 
the botanical worshipers. 

But woe unto these dunes! 
News comes that the National 
Park Service of the United States 
Department of Interior is plan- 
ning to "anchor" them, under the 
guile of preservation. 

The once famous Cape Henry 
Sand Hill was "anchored" and 
look at it today. An ugly, brown 
hill, covered with old dead brush, 
pine tags and a few scattered 
scraggly pines. When we see it, 
we can not help but reflect 
back and visualize the beautiful 
gleam of the white sands of the 
days of Yore, when we, in our 
childish glee, used to romp and 
roll, upon its slopes, and feel the 
warmth of the fine windblown 
sands cozing through our bare- 
foot toes. 

The excuse given for this des- 
truction of its natural beauties, 
was that the hill was encroaching 
on National defense fortifica- 
tions, located behind it. But hers 
at the Cross, there is no such 
excuse.Nature made thesj dunes 
and nature will preserve them. If 
they were there in 1607, when the 
"First Settlers" landed and ar° 
still there, the chances are that 
they will stay without the aid of 
man. 

The organizations, which so suc- 
cessfully fought to procure this 
spot as a National shrine, should 
now fight to preserve it in its na- 
tural beauty and let nature take 
care of it as has been done for 
over 300 years.

The decision of the United 
States Supreme Court that "sit- 
down" strikes are illegal, in spite 
of the friendly attitude toward 
them on the part of the National 
Labor Relations Board, merely 
sets the final seal of judicial con- 
firmation on what everybody al- 
ready believed. 

There can be no law or author- 
ity under the Constitution which 
authorizes any person or body of 
people, whether employees or 
others, to take possession of 
someone else's property and use 
or occupy it against the will of 
the owner. 

That an employer has a perfect 
right to discharge any employee 
Iwho participates in a sit-down 
^strike or engages in any other 
illegal act, such as using violence 
to prevent those who desire to 
work from entering their place of 
employment. Is clearly settled by 
the decision of the High Court 
And no employer can be compell- 
ed to re-employ anybody dis- 
charged for such a reason. 

There doubtless will be outcries 
against this ruling of the court, 
by people who talk loudly about 
the superiority of what they term 
"humjan rights" over "property 
rights." 

There has been an increasing 
amount of that sort of talk in the 
United States in recent years. 
How far It has been inspired and 
stimulated by Communist work- 
ers, following that group's policy 
of trying to plant revolutionary 
ideas in people's minds, we have 
no way of knowing. But the no 
tion that there is something 
peculiarly sacred about human 
rights whenever a controversy 
occurs between workers and em- 
ployes is Communist doctrine. 

It is not American doctrine. 
The foundation of the American 
system is, to be sure, the rights of 
. [ individuals, but foremost amoni 
those rights is the right to ac- 
quire and possess property with- 
• out interference so long as it is 
i honestly acquired. 
| Far more of the police f unc- 
I tions of government in America 
are devoted to the protection of 
property rights than to merely 
preventing citizens from suffering 
physical harm. The right of prop- 
erty is, it might well be said, a 
primary essential right of human 
liberty. The Supreme Court has 
once more gone on record in de- 
fense of that elementary human 
right.

"The control of typhoid fever in 
the United States represents an 
outstanding achievement in pre- 
ventive medicine. In 1900 the na- 
tional death rate from this dis- 
ease was 31.3. Today the rate is 
about 2. 1. This marked decrease 
in typhoid's killing power is based 
on knowledge of its cause, how it 
is spread, and the application of 
control measures. Perhaps at this 
moment no other disease is more 
vulnerable to scientific attack

to be completely effective. 

"Through the State Depart- 
ment of Health facilities to test 
Individual water supplies ar« 
available. Every country dweller 
should have such tests made.

The business 
Was sold two months ago, and I 
was left without a job. Someone 
told me that I should get unem- 
piyment compensation, but wher 
I went to the, employment office 
. Jrtf apply for benefits I was told 
that I was not entitled to unem- 
ployment compensation because 
my employer had only two em- 
ployees and therefore was not 
ofcrered by the unemployment 
compensation law in this State. Is 
ttjj*t the truth? 

In accordance 
with the unemployment compen- 
sation law in this State, employ- 
ers who have less than eight em- 
ployees (four in Maryland, one in 
the District of Columbia) are not 
required to pay contributions un- 
der that law.

Delaware and Rhode Island 
Memorialize Congress to Re- 
peal Federal Gasoline Tax 

Two resolutions memorializing 
Congress to repeal the federal 
gasoline tax, which was enacted 
as a "temporary" levy in 1932 and 
which duplicates the gasoline 
levies imposed by the states, have 
been'adopted by the Delaware 
and Rhode Island Legislatures. 
The memorials, similar to those 
adopted by 21 other states, have 
been filed with Congress. 

The resolutions also urged the 
repeal of the federal tax on lu- 
bricating oil, collected at the rate 
of 4 cents per gallon. The lu- 
bricating oil tax also was enacted 
as a "temporary" levy in 1932. 

These federal taxes on gasoline 
and lubricating oil "constitute an 
invasion of the states' rightful 
field of taxation, established 
through priority, upon which de- 
pends the past investment in, and 
future security of, the highway 
system of this state, the impair- 
ment of which would prove high- 
ly detrimental to the citizens of 
Delaware." asserted the Delaware 
resolution. .

For acceptance, the applicant 
must present a certified document 
from the office of the registrar 
of a recognized college or uni- 
versity showing that he has com- 
pleted satisfactorily one-half or 
more of the necessary credits 
leading to a degree which nor- 
mally requires four years work, or 
must pass an examination which 
is the equivalent thereof. 

The Flying Cadet will receive 
$75 00 a month. Uniforms and 
equipment are furnished without 
cost to Flying Cadets. A clothing 
allowance is credited to each Fly- 
ing Cadet upon reporting to duty. 

There are two examinations 
which the applicant must pass. 
The first is physical, and is simi- 
lar to examination for enlistment 
in the regular army. In addition 
there are special requirements, 
especially pertaining to eyesight, 
hearing and respiratory ventila- 
tion. 

Applicants for the Air Cadet 
Corps must be of good character 
and present evidence of that fact. 
They must be unmarried male 
citizens of the United States who 
at the time of application have 
reached the age of 20 and who 
have not reached their 27th birth- 
days.

OLD-AGE INSURANCE CLAIMS 



Taxes amount to more than net 
profits in many American busi- 
ness enterprises. A striking ex- 
ample of this is disclosed in a 
statement recently released by 
John A. Logan, president of the 
National Association of Food 
Chains. 

These chains, Mr. Logan points 
out, "make their profits In 
pennies but have to pay their 
taxes in dollars." Last year, taxes 
paid by the member companies in 
his association came to $1,112 per 
store, of which state and local 
governments took four-fifths. Out 
of every dollar of sales, govern- 
ment took 1.78 cents for taxes — 
while the average net profit of the 
stores was but 1.13 cents.

The speed of passenger trains 
has been developed in the United 
States to a far greater degree 
than in any other country. That 
announcement doesn't come from 
spokesmen for our American 
roads — but from the English 
trade journal, the Railway Ga- 
zette. 

The review discloses that the 
American railroads operate 48,247 
miles of daily runs scheduled at 
60 miles or more per hour. This 
is more than half of the entire 
world's mile-a-minute mileage 
and is an increase of almost 11,- 
000 miles over 1937. And in 1932, 
seven short years ago, American 
mile-a-minute runs totaled only 
2,022 miles. 

, In the freight field, as every 
farmer and shipper knows, our 
railroads have made similar prog- 
ress. Speeds have been increased, 
and car shortages practically eli- 
minated. The result is a tremen- 
dous increase in the shipment of 
perishables across the country to 
far away markets— which, ui 
turn, means more money in the 
pockets of producers. 

We'd expect a prosperous in- 
dustry to go ahead like this. The 
amazing part of the railroads' 
achievement is that they have 
succeeded in doing so much dur- 
ing a period when their Income 
has been almost at the vanishing 
point. Even during several years 
when they sustained heavy defi- 
cits, they've gone on, giving 
traveler and shipper more and 
more for their money. No indus- 
try has done a finer job of serv- 
ing a public whose economic life 
depends on rail transportation 
Think what progress the country 
could have if Congress actually 
passed laws giving the lines a fair 
regulatory break, and a chance 
to earn a "living wage!" It's a 
safe bet than then the industry 
would do things that would make 
even their tremendous achieve- 
ments of the past seem small by 
comparison.

Vlr- ** 
ginia, there was universal coope- 
ration between producer and dis- 
tributor—and it was achieved 
without help from either the state 
or federal governments. The 
farmers were represented by a 
Cooperative Milk Producers' As- 
sociation which sat down with re- 
presentatives of distributors and 
thrashed out issues. The result: A 
stable and orderly market during 
the entire year, with sales in- 
creasing. A four-year-old federal 
license plan was voluntarily drop- 
ped by the farmers. 

Dealers and farmers likewise 
worked together and shared the 
costs of a successful publicity and 
advertising campaign to increase 
consumer demand. 

There's a good example here 
for farmers in other areas who 
want to stand on their own feet ^ 
and make progress. As the News 
observes, "If producers would co- 
operate 100 per cent or even 85 
per cent in their own cooperative 
marketing organization, we would 
not need either state or federal 
control."

HUNTING DOWN MONOPOLY 

"Ask dad," and he can tell you how they blamed the protective 
tariff as the "breeder of monopolies" wh.pn he was young and.wsnt 



out riding with the girl he married and who became your mother. 
Transportation, communication, moving pictures and more civiliza- 
tion have made persons, voices and "vision more real in the lives of 
Americans. 

The hunt for monopoly is directed on American business. Ameri- 
can business cannot do things the same way that the Government 
does business in Washington. Private business enterprise must be 
more efficient than politically-managed public business, in order to 
succeed. The greatest monopoly of recent years was the NRA. It is 
conceded that it was a flop. 

— The capital system is entrenched in this country. It is always be- 
ing accused of monopolistic tendencies and practices. 

Political bugaboos drift towards the belief that all corporations 
have monopolistic tendencies. A legislative proposal would make it 
necessary for all corporations engaged in interstate business to take 
cut Federal licenses. 

Many authorities think that the monopoly hunt really began with 
the Federal Income tax law of about 25 years ago. Today moderate- 
sized businesses have to employ extra hands to keep track of their 
taxes and see that reports are made properly. The cry about monop- 
olies is actually about 90 per cent bunk, 10 per cent real. There are 
existing laws and Federal agencies to handle them all. 



' HOW DOCILE ARE WE? 

During the Senate discussion on armament a Senator observed: 
"We have never drawn a gun to enforce the Monroe Doctrine," and 
he thought it was all because of the "psychology that existed." He 
indicated that the people of the United States are almost as docile 
and peace-loving as Chinamen. In the United States that kind of a 
statement is interpreted to mean that there is something pretty soft 
about us; and of course no one thinks that Americans and Chinamen 
are alike. 

As a great nation that is capable of admitting its own human 
Shortcomings our people will perhaps plead guilty of the charge that 
we are too tolerant and "docile" in our relations with some of the 
countries of Latin-America. It does not take much of an investiga- 
tion into affairs to find that we bend over backwards in all matters 
where the Monroe Doctrine is concerned. Still we have none of the 
tendencies that are traced to the Mongolians and their standards of 
government. 

Before we entered the World War our weaknesses were discover- 
ed by Germany, and they attempted to make the most of it in Latin- 
America, where they easily gained Mexico as their ally. The present 
German government has not forgotten, and they were Johnny-on- 
the-spot when President Gardenas confiscated American-owned oil 
properties last March. Shortly thereafter barter trade operations 
were arranged between Germany and Mexico, and American -owned oil 
that had been stolen by Mexico seemed for a tune to offer rich re- 
wards to barter trade with Germany. But the best laid plans of 
schemers often fail; as is indicated by the Annual Review of the 
United States Department of Commerce, just off the press. That 
Mexico has not obtained the prosperity that it sought is shown by a 
statement from Mexico City showing substantial decreases in imports 
and exports in its foreign trade, and in large decreases in its bank 
deposits. 

Congress refrains from La tin -American criticism, and this atti- 
tude has been especially noticeable since preparations were made for 
the Lima Conference. But Mexico's perfidy to the Good Neighbor 
policy figures strangely, though importantly, in the demands of the 
President for heavy armaments. Likely this accounts for the slurs 
appearing in German newspapers, one of which ceils our President 
"the Don Quixote for Democracy." r t 

A strong message of protest from Secretary of State Hull was 
sent to Mexico months ago, and for some reason it was held up in 
the American Embassy in Mexico City. This led to a resolution recent- 
ly offered to Congress requesting the presence of Ambassador Jose- 
phus Daniels to Washington, to give Congress information about the 
Hull message and other unusual circumstances which have brought 
the Mexican Government practically into disrepute to Washington. 

Only last month Secretary of State Hull made a statement which 
it transmitted into vigorous action would bring matters to a head to 
Mexico, and put fresh props under our boasted Pan-American solidar- 
ity. "Human rights and property rights" were linked in the Hull de- 
claration, and he added that they "lie at the very foundation of inter- 
national friendship." The statement applies definitely to the in- 
equality existing between the Donald Richberg mission to Mexico 
City— to plead for a square deal— and President Cardenas. "These 
rights must be defined, and they must be maintained," declared the

Spending, like a disease breeds 
greater spending. When the bud- 
get Is out of balance $45,000,000,- 
000, another five or ten billion 
doesn't seem important. 

It is argued that a cessation 
now, even moderate, would be 
disastrous to business. That's easy 
to say — and impossible to prove. 
Certainly investors would be more 
willing to take a chance if they 
knew that the bulk of their pro- 
fits wouldn't be taken by govern- 
ment taxes, if they succeeded. 
Certainly industry would be more 
eager to lay plans and go ahead 
if It knew that taxation wouldn't 
absorb the greater part of its 
earnings. 

It is a historical fact that *>nc 
of the greatest booms in business 
in this country followed the 
greatest slash In federal spending 
in our history— in 1921, after the 
war.

There Is an efficient army of 
experts fighting fire 24 hours ?. 
day. Such organizations as the 
National Board of Fire Under- 
writers and the National Fire 
Protection Association are doing 
a superb Job to combating it. But 
the fullest measure of public sup- 
port is needed if that work Is to 
bear real fruit. As the National 
Board says, "The cooperation of 
everyone in the fight is urged to 
keep fire the servant, not the 
master."

"A pretty kettle of fish; need 
not be a predicament nor a sign 
of confusion! It can be a literal 
description of something very fine 
for dinner— if you know what to 
do with your fish after you catch 
them! 

Fish is the dish this month 
what with Spring catches coming 
in. Catch your finnies as you 
will — in waters fresh or briny or 
from a trusty can. Take your rod 
in one case, these rules in the 
other: 

BUYING FRESH FISH 

Fresh fish should be firm of 
flesh, of delicate odor. Look for 
red gills and stare 'the fish right 
in the eye to make sure the orbs 
are clear and moist. The scales 
should not be dull or come off 
easily. Allow about 1-2 pound of 
fish to a person. 

Keep fish refrigerated after 
buying. Put it in the coldest part 
of your refrigerator or on ice. If 
your fish cannot be kept cold, 
cook it at once, then reheat it as 
you need it. 

FISH-TIPS 

Dry-meated fish should be 
basted every 10 minutes while 
baking; oily- mea ted fish require 
no extra fat or basting.

Damaged shingles should be 
replaced, and if necessary the en- 
tire roof should be renewed to 
avoid more costly repairs to ceil- 
ings and furniture in the event of 
a leak. 

Most roofs of average pitch caa 
be easily surveyed from the 
ground.

Again, it is stated, the indivi- 
dual in buying a home "gains ir 
most cases something even more 
personal, pervasive, and funda- 
mental. Home ownership adds a 
certain element of respectability 
dignity, esteem, pride, and self- 
respect." 

"When we put our savings into 
a house instead of securities we 
feel that our desires are being di- 
rectly satisfied. In otheiv words, it 
is only fair that the home owner 
should charge off a certain 
amount not only for depreciation 
and obsolescence but also for the 
sheer pleasure he gets from th° 
fact of ownership. Securities are 
more in the nature of production 
,re ; goods; the home is a consumption 
good. 

One Great Advantage 
"It is very important to note 
that home ownership has one 
great financial advantage over 
the purchase of securities. The 
man who sets out to buy a house 
has a goal which he is more like- 
ly to attain than most goal~. 
which men set up for themselves. 
People who will not save in any 
other way will save to pay for i 
house: The man who starts to b»y 
a house doe; not stop in the mid- 
dle of the payments just to spend 
his money. What this amounts 
to is that home ownersnip is per- 
haps the greatest incentive to 
thrift that we have. The two 
forms of investment discussed - 
home ownership and securities - 
are not alternatives but supple- 
ments or complements."

The Slate Conservation Com- 
tiation recently held its first 
meeting, in Richmond, under Us 
new chairman N. Clarence Smith, 
with two new members attend- 
ing. At this meeting the ques- 
tion of the double roadway 
through the Seashore State Park 
was discussed as well as the ques- 
tion of closing the south entrance. 

Many representatives from local 
organizations and individuals ap- 
peared in opposition to the pres- 
ent proposal. 

Mrs. Harvey L. Lindsay, of Nor- 
folk, was the principal speaker. 
She said in part: 

"The Seashore State Park oc- 
cupies 3,400 acres of land, and 
within these 3,400 acres lies an 
area commonly known as the De- 
sert or Wilderness, in truth a 
wilderness grown out of a desert, 
one of nature's strange pheno- 
noma, the like of which is not 
found in any other part of Am- 
erica. An area unique in its 
beauty, and rich in its tradition 
For 150 years, walking trails have 
been through this forest and dis- 
tinguished visitors, including 
scientists and botonists have 
studied its rare flora and fauna. 
Our fathers and forefathers have 
enjoyed Its enchanting beauty 
and wished only for Its preserva- 
tion. 

We were happy when it "passed 
into the hands of the State, for 
we felt Its safety and portection 
was forever assured. We were not 
unmindful that as a State Park, 
the Improvement of its many re- 
creational facilities was neces- 
sary and right. 

As opposed to this placing of a 
two way boulevard road through 
this area, with the South exit 
closed we propose that in this area 
a large parking area be provided 
adjacent to the road. Records 
show that the majority of sight- 
seers are only Interested in the 
cypress pools. With this plan, 
cars may be parked near the pools 
and the visitor, after seeing the 
pools by means of foot paths 
around them, can return to his 
car and leave by this same en- 
trance in great comfort. How- 
ever, if he should desire to see 
more of the Desert, there will .bo 
provided a safe, all wather. road ! 
i planly marked as a "motor nature i 
trail" with cut-outs for parking, I 
adequately spaced. This same 
motor trail, which was once a 
walking trail, and later a dirt 
road, takes in a typical section of 
the park famed for its beauty". 

Such impressions were made on 
the Commission, that they agreed 
to visit the Park in body on April 
the 20th in order to personally 
view the present activities before 
passing on the future plans. 

The Commission will be con- 
ducted through the Park by a 
committee composed of repre- 
sentatives of various garden clubs, 
who will point out their proposals.

tion, but in spite of this fact, it 
maintains municipal facilities to 
accommodate a populace of more 
than ten times its permanent 
residents. Such facilities include 
water, sewage, streets, police and 
fire protection. Naturally with 
these limited resources, it has 
been a strain or we may say an 
Impossibility to finance the re- 
quirements of the part time de- 
mands. Under these circum- 
stances the conditions have been 
met with ft marked degree of ef- 
ficiency in the essential needs of 
the community. 

We have in. mind particularly 
the fire department. Even with 
limited funds the most modern 
equipment has been installed 
Unfortunately funds are not 
available to fully man these fire 
fighting units. TJhis deficiency, 
however, hes been largely taker* 
care of by the volunteers. 

The Volunteer Fire Department 
la composed of approximately 
forty men, who have signified 
their willingness to turn out in 
any emergency to fight fires. Not 
only have they signified their 
willingness to turn out but they 
do turn* out and devote their every 
effort when the occasion arises 
as past experiences have proven 

But past experiences also have 
shown us that these willing vol- 
unteers have been greatly handi- 
capped by the "fire engine chas- 
ers." Handicapped in two ways: 
First, when the emergency is 
sounded by the fire siren and the 
volunteers attempt to get to the 
scene where their services ar? 
needed, they are blocked by the 
traffic of the "fire engine chaser." 
It is realized that the volunteer 
has no mark to signify his connec - 
ttan with the fire department but 
the fact remains when he comes 
along sounding his hom, the 
"fire engine chaser", knowing he 
himself, has no duty to perform, 
should give way and not attempt 
to outrace the volunteer to the 
scene of the fire. 

Second, after the volunteers (or 
even the apparatus) have reached 
the location of the fire, they are 
handicapped by the interference 
of the spectators crowding around 
in the field of operation. 

The police force is limited as 
well as the fire force and fire 
lines can not be maintained as in 
larger cities. 

It would, therefore, seem that 
the general public would be will- 
ing to co-ooerate with the fire de- 
partment and the volunteers and 
thereby assist in their efficiency 
by giving way to their operations 
rather than crowding in as an 
interference. This is particularly 
true now that the Town has re- 
cently undertaken to protect a 
much larger area with the assist- 
ance of the volunteers.

100,000,000. "Big Time" gambl- 
ing stakes approximated $3,000.- 
000,000.

Bureau which, Manager Wayne

mated breakdown of the total 
gambling bill into its principal 
parts." The figures follow: 

"Big Time" Gambling: Betting 
on races, legal and illegal, $2,200,- 
000,000. Gambling houses, bucket- 
shops, big sport pools, $800,000,- 
000. * 

"Petty Gambling: Sweepstakes 
tickets, $1,100,000,000. Other lot- 
teries, numbers games, policy 
rackets, $1,500,000,000, Slot ma- 
chines, pin ball machines, and 
punch boards, $1,000,000,000. 
"Bingo" games, raffles, and other 
organization contests, $500,000,- 
000. 

"Total, $7,100,000,000. 

Compare the total with figures 
by divisions of national income 
produced in the prosperous year, 
1936. Manufacturing led with 
$14,691,000,000. Then came trade, 
$8,195,000,000; service, $7,782,- 
000,000; government (exclusive of 
work relief wages), $7,185,000,- 
000; and, in fifth place, agricul- 
ture, $6,022,000,000. More money 
passed in uhance-taking last year 
than was produced by all the 
farmers of the nation in 1936, 
when farm prices were relatively 
high. The gambling total was al- 
most dollar to dollar with "income 
produced" by government, which 
brings us to another parallel. In- 
come from government sources 
like gambling, does nto signify the 
creation of new wealth. Primar- 
ily, it is a process of taking a 
dollar out of your pocket and 
putting it into someone else's. 
Sometimes the process is revers- 
ed." 

Whereas we oppose the open 
boardwalk gambling, we do be- 
lieve that "legalized, controlled 
gambling" on horse and dog rac- 
ing would more than double our 
commercial season, bring to the 
community a Spring and Fall at- 
traction with many visitors. 

We state this in contradiction 
to the editorial of our contempor- 
ary, The Norfolk Ledger Dispatch 
in which it was remarked that 
"the dog-track at Virginia Beach 
proved to be glaringly harmful to 
most of those who had thought it 
would be helpful." 

It is admitted that the dog- 
track operations were illegal but 
as to being harmful? Well, yes! 
made so by the pen of our Norfolk 
Press. 

We cannot depend on the flora 
and fauna of the Seashore State 
Park, the First Lighthouse andthe 
Cross of the "First Settlers" to 
attract vacationists. There must 
be continuing amusements to at- 
tract the {.pending public. Caro- 
lina has taken the lead and More- 
head City will soon be known as 
the mid-Atlantic playground and 
Virginia Beach only as the site of 
the first lighthouse.

CIVIL LIBERTIES * 

Ever since Patrick Henry cried out "give me liberty. Or give BW 
death," in the Virginia Convention of 1775, the patriots from all lands 
have repeated the same frantic appeal. There is so much strength 
and Justice in the American ideal of liberty that the preamble of the 
Constitution of the United States declares it as a birthright, while the 
old Liberty Bell in Philadelphia is still sounded on momentous occa • 
sions to emphasize this great American truth. 

Unfortunately the demagogues of the world are as voluble in 
their claims for liberty as the patriots. The old Virginia Gazette 
first established at Colonial Williamsburg, by William Parks, on Aug- 
ust 6, 1736, carries an editorial this week in which Editor J. A. Os- 
borne crucifies another Virginia publication for praising German "Li- 
berty." "To compare Hitler with Christ indicates something wrong 
with the head," retorts Editor Osborne, who turns on liberty's-heat. 
and mgK E — HJ to the German sympathizer that he have a "consul- 
tation with an alienist." 

The persecuted Jews are demanding their liberty. Fleeing Span- 
iards echo the same ancient cry. A minority group of attorneys in 
Mexico are reported by the dairy newspaper "Excelsior" as declaring 
that "neither Roosevelt nor any other President of the United States 
would dare to insinuate before public opinion in bis country that it 
gives the slightest support to the demands of the oil companies.*' The 
Administration of the United States remains silent over the steal** 
of hundreds of millions of dollars of property by the Government of 
Mexico. The Mexican lawyers appear to have interpreted the diplo- 
matic silence in Washington for consent. 

As a matter of fact the technique of diplomacy that administered 
sleeping potions to the Mexicans during the lengthy boom period o! 
the Good Neighbor Policy may have befuddled some of their lawyers. 
The philosophy of the Washington Government is not easily under- 
stood ttirHoare. although -Cr>n?ress has patiently shared the State De- + 
partmem's diminishing hope that the civil liberties of American cit- 
izens and investors would eventually be Fespeetad by the Mexican J 
Government. But the Cardenas regime still plays its cheap game.;;

lulled in the belief that their own Six-Yar-Plan, cribbed from Com- 
munist Russia, will eventually yield a grade of civil liberty equal to 
that enjoyed by citizens of the United States since the founding oi 
our Republic.

When examined it all seems to 
simmer down to a matter of Government loans for business men who 
can't get the accommodations they ask for at their home banks - 
under the banking system that was built up over the remains of the 
closed banks of 1933. The schemes that are suggested by Secrecy 
Hopkins and a few others are not arousing any particular support in 
Washington, and the chances arc that the whole topic will be a hang- 
over that will be discussed in 1940. 



A GIANT BUT GENTLE CHATTERBOX 

There is justification for the ever increasing resentment toward 
forcing an unwanted message on someone's ears, particularly through 
the many uses loud speakers are put to these days. Its getting so a 
person can hardly walk along the street without hearing some saies 
blast from a cruising sound truck, an airplane in the sky or an 
amplifier stuck up in the transom of a store front. 

The New York Times pointed out recently that a bane to the 
pleasure of Chicago Fair visitors several years ago was the barrage of 
loud speakers that greeted them at every turn around the Fair 
grounds. All of which makes it most gratifying to learn that General 
Motors is going to do things quite differently at the New York World'i 
Fair. It will have a speaker system to guide visitors about its High- 
ways and Horizons exhibit, but it's a unique affair and the most con- 
siderate sound mechanism you can imagine. It doesn't shout but it 
talks in a quiet voice like a private guide at your elbow. In fact, 
that's exactly what it is. 

Spectators will tour a large section of the exhibit in moving 
sound-chairs. By an intricate method of synchronization the sound 
system will deliver a continuous descriptive talk for the benefit of 
each spectator. He will hear an explanation of exactly the scene be- 
fore him, and, furthermore, will hear it in a human-like tone. This 
novel sound equipment, weighing 20 tons, required some of the best 
engineering ingenuity in the country to build. Even so, it should be 
well worth the effort. 



STREAMLINING OF LAWS 

Collective bargaining, wages and hours, and the authority of the 
Federal Government to interpose in all classes of differences between 
employers and employes are familiar American practices. . We have 
gradually moved away from sitdown strikes and similar sinister evils. 
Meantime, the hope of reunion between the American Federation of 
Labor and the Committee of Industrial Organizations has reached th? 
vanishing point. Perhaps that is the way it should be, as the coun- 
try is big enough for two or more such major union labor groups. 

Amendments to the National Labor Act have been proposed to 
Congress by William Green acting in behalf of AFofL, and these have 
been presented by Senator Walsh of Massachusetts. To this move- 
ment to correct some of the errors in the original Act, John L. Lewis 
objects, and he has put on a national campaign to keep NLRB, with 
all its faults of administration just where it is — which can hardly be 
called progress. 

If union labor doesn't agree about public policies and principles 
the chances are that one group is being favored, officially, at the ex- 
pense of the other. That isn't in the country's interest. That's why 
there is so much public disapproval of CIO.Mt is perfectly obvious that 
all labor laws should be fair to all sides — equally so for' workmen and 
employers. That is the reason existing laws, including labor laws, 
need constant and intelligent streamlining. 



HATRED 

Since the common masses have 
been picked up by the present .na.- 
lional administration, those who 
have gulped at the pork barrel 
and fed at 'he government trough 
for years and years have tried to 
create opposition to federal po- 
licies in general and the relief 
system in particular by stirring 
up class hatred. The money bar- 
ons prior to 1933 never gave class 
hatred a thought, but there has 
been a great deal of talk about 
the classes since that time. 

Prior to 1933, the upper crust 
of society advised the common 
people to wait, that prosperity 
was just around the corner. They 
never offered even the slightest 
suggestion that would prove of 
value in eliminating class hatred, 
a class hatred that was about to 
assert itself in the latter part of 
1932 and early 1933. 

Now that the talk about classes 
has been brought into the open, it 
is time for everyone to support a 
cure for the evil. ^ 

One must recognize a fellow- 
man as a human being, not as a 
beast to be subjected to starvation 
wages and unfair treatment. 

Before class hatred is eliminat- 
ed, the various public agencies 
must discard favoritism, and 
place their transactions on a solid 
foundation. In the courts, the 
lowest as well as the highest 
should be fed out of the same 
spoon if class harmony is to pre- 
vail. One's property should b? 
taxed not on the standing of the 
owner in the community but on 
the basis of real value of prop- 
erty. It isn't the big fellow who 
controls numerous votes that is to 
share all the favors at the hands 
of the politicians; the little fel- 
low who casts his vote conscien- 
tiously and in accordance with 
the prevailing laws is entitled to 
some consideration, too. 

Class hatred will continue to 
exist just as long as the individual 
tries to suppress the weak by 
doubtful means. No man can 
complain if another works hard 
to advance in the world by his 
own efforts, but there is every 
right to complain when a person 
attains fame or fortune at the 
expense of his fellowman. Too 
many have attained fame and 
fortune by suppressing theyveak 
and not by the application of 
mental and physical ability free 
of dishonesty and questionable 
practices. 

To advance the cure for dissen- 
tion and hatred existing between 
classes, the individual must look 
with compassion upon the other 
individual and advance and main- 
tain that neighborly and under- 
standing feeling as his business 
grows and his life develops.

"No more significant or hope- 
ful sign In the field of public 
health exists than the present in- 
terest in Its problems displayed b> 
women's organisations. Maternal 
and child health, tuberculosis 
control activities, and crippled 
children's work, notably, have 
become the concern of women's 
groups. To these must be added 
the anti-cancer movement which, 
within the last few years, under 
the leadership of the Women's 
Field Army, by making Informa- 
tion on the subject available to 
the public has assisted the med 
ical profession and public health 
officials in putting a national 
spotlight on the disease. This 
work is definitely a life-conserv- 
ing influence," states Dr. I. C. 
Riggin, Commissioner of Health. 

"A real weapon against the rav- 
ages of cancer is the recognition 
of pre-cancerous and early symp- 
toms followed by promptly seek- 
ing advice from the family phys- 
ician'. 

"Cancer is responsible for about 
120,000 deaths annually in the 
United States. It has been esti- 
mated that personal negligence or 
indifference on the part of the 
individual is responsible for 30,- 
000 of these fatalities. 

"The common forms of cancer 
that can be attacked successfully 
Include cancers of. the skin, 
mouth, breast, pelvic organs, ard 
stomach. Cancers of the mouth 
may begin as a small sore on the 
mucous membrane of the tongue, 
cheek, gums, lips, palate, or floor 
of the mouth. A slightly progress- 
ing, hard ulcer in the mouth or on 
the lip must be suspected as can 
cer unless otherwise- diagnosed. 
Cancers of the breast may begin 
as small, painless lumps. They 
cause nearly 10,000 deaths among 
women yearly. Cancers of the pe- 
lvic organs in women and the 
lower intestinal tract in men stai\ 
insiduously.

Q My son, who has been in a 
CCC camp for nearly two years, 
was advised recently to apply for 
a socml security account number 
Why should he have a social sec- 
urity account card when he is 
paid by the government? 

A. Any CCC boy who is ready to 
leave camp and find a Job in the 
business world, will need a social 
security account card. Many com- 
panies refuse to employ a person 
until he has a social security 
card. If the boy obtains one be- 
fore he leaves camp he is all set 
to apply for a job. Every employ- 
er in business or industry is re- 
quired to know the account num- 
ber of each employee. This is 
necessary in order to make the 
tax and wage information returns 
to the government, as required by 
the Social Security Act. The em- 
ployer, in reporting the amount 
of wages paid, must give each em- 
ployee's account number as well 
as his name. It is from employer 
reports that the Social Security 
Board keeps track of the amount 
of wages each worker has receiv- 
ed. The account set up* for each 
jteaan. is a . permane n t, — growing

wage record. When the time 
comes to apply for old-age insur- 
ance, the amount, received will de- 
pend on past wages. Therefore It 
is very important for every young 
person to have his wage record 
accurate and complete; and un- 
less he has a social security ac- 
count number this will be im- 
pcs^fole, 

i Q. My father, who was a me- 
chanic, was employed in a null 
for many years. But he lost his 
job last summer and he had not 
worked at all for six months be- 
fore he died. Couid we collect 
any of his old-age insurance 
money now? 

j' A. Survivors are entitled to a 
payment under the Social Secur- 
ity Act if the worker had been 
employed in a job covered by the 
old-aare insurance provisions at 
any time since this program 
started on January 1, 1937. The 
amount will be paid in a lump 
sum equal to 3 1-2 percent of his 
total wages in the mill from Jan- 
uary 1, 1937, up to the time he 
lost his Job. The fact that your 
father had not worked for some 
time before his death does not 
prevent your filing claim for a 
benefit payment. The widow or 
nearest relative should write or 
coll in person at the Social Sec- 
, Urttw Board field office and file 
* claim for benefits. 

Q. Whot do I do about my soc- 
ial security account card when I 
change Jobs? Suppose it is neces- 
sary for me to leave home and 
move to another State in order to 
find work. WU1 that have any ef- 
fect on my social security ac- 
count? Is it necessary to notify 
the Social Security Board of the 
changevin my address? 

A. Once a worker has obtained 
hit social security account num- 
ber, he keeps that same number 
the rest of his working years. It 
makes no difference about 
changes in his work or changes 
tt his address. Federal old-age in- 
surance is the same all over the 
United, States. It does not matte* 
m which State he works nor how 
many times he changes from one 
jlfcto another. All an employee 
, needs to do is to have— and to 
keep— one social security account 
namber. When a worker takes a 
new Job. his new employer simply 
writes down the worker's name, 
address and account numbed on 
t*fc company books. The worker is 
Unit required to notify the Social 
Security Board when he changes 
Jobs. The notification is done 
through the new boss who hires 



By Grace Overmyer 
Miss Overmyer's book repre- 
sents ihe first attempt, I believe, 
to descrioe what the various gov- 
ernments of the world are doing 
for the encouragement and relief 
of men and women practising the 
various arts and to compare these 
undertakings with our own Fed- 
eral art projects. 

According to the author, prac- 
tically all the countries in which 
some system of governmental pa- 
tronage had not existed previous- 
ly have granted official support 
since the beginning of this cen- 
tury. And it is the general prac- 
tice, too, outside the United 
States, to have the branch of gov- 
ernment devoted to the arts eith- 
er a subsidiary of the education 
department or the education sec- 
tion itself. However, Miss Over- 
myer's interesting comparison 
shows that other phases of the of- 
ficial arts projects vary greatly 
irom country to country. The as- 
sistance offered may take the 
form of prizes, scholarships, travel 
aid, rent-free studios, wages, pen- 
sions or old age relief, while the 
devices employed to raise neces- 
sary funds are equally diverse. 
Denmark and Sweden tax radios: 
Bulgaria and other Balkan coun- 
tries tax legitimate and motion 
picture theatre tickets; Latvia ex- 
acts contributions from consum- 
ers of alcohol and tobacco. There 
would seem to be even less agree- 
ment upon the type of art admin- 
istrator most desirable. In this 
post Chile. Bolivia, Belgium and 
Colomola have, respectively, a 
composer, a painter, a man of 
letters and an art critic, but else- 
where the ministers of art are 
historians, asSro|jme!rs, profes- 
sional educators, business men. 
former diplomats, army officers, 
lawyers and doctors. 

Turning to Americf , Miss Over- 
myer undertakes to show that our 
Government has never been alto- 
gether blind to the fine arts, al- 
though it was not until the de- 
pression that this country under- 
took a nation wide program of 
rt activities under g ov ernment

Our first Federal art unit was 
the Section of Painting and Scul- 
pture, created in 1934 and placed 
under the Treasury Department. 
since the Section devotes itself to 
the decoration of Federal build- 
ings which fall within the juris- 
diction of that department. Of 
this unit, now known as the Sec- 
tion of Fine Arts and assured per- 
manency Miss Overmyer is not 
uncritical although she thinks 
that "what the artists of today 
are doing under the Section wi!) 
undoubtedly affect the future of 
art in this country and "will sure- 
ly produce a richer soil for the fu- 
ture." 

However, the most of l^lss 
Cvermyer's praise is reserved for 
the four emergency art projects 
of the WPA: the so-called Art 



Project Proper, whose personnel 
includes painters, sculptors, illus- 
trators, etchers, engravers, photo- 
graphers, arts and craft workers 
of various types; the Music Pro- 
ject, the Federal Theatre and 
Writers' Projects. These, she says, 
"constitute what is probably the 
most extensive program for art- 
ists' rehabilitation ever undertak- 
en by a government." While her 
praise of these undertakings is 
not altogther unqualified, her en- 
thusiasm for their positive cultur- 
al achievements can be shared 
readily by anyone who reads even 
the brief account given of the 
ways in which the various pro- 
jects are touching the lives of 

miihflhs 61 Americans. ' * 

After discussing the nature and 
function of the permanent na- 
tional fine arts department which 
she takes it for granted we shall 
have sooner or later, the author 
discusses the dangers which it is 
alleged may attend the erection 
of such a department: the danger 
of encouraging mediocre artists; 
the possibility that governmental 
subvention may be administered 
in such a way as to encourage i 
particular mode of art; the dang- 
er of governmental censorship, on 
the one hand, and of government - 
al propaganda fostered by a fine 
arts program on the other. While 
not denying that in totalitarian 
countries all these are very real 
dangers to the artist and his art- 
istry, ' Miss Overmyer feels tha r 
for us the more serious of these 
perils are almost non-existent. 



Why is ten inches specified as 
the minimum ate to which pine 
trees may be clear-cut under the 
agricultural conservation pro- 
gram? Wilbur O'Byrne, forestry 
specialist of the Virginia agricul- 
tural extension division, explains 
that, for saw-togs at least, ten 
inches is u small as trees can be 
cut profitably, in support of that 
statement he gives two examples 

In the first, a su ccess f u l saw- 
mill operator tuned with a stop 
watch the tme it took his teggers 
to cut and haul to the mill tree.! 
of different sizes. Be then tallied 
the amount of lumber cut from 
those trees and cheeked costs 
against value of the lumber. He 
found that for trees 11 inches in 
diameter he was merely swapping 
dollars. Trees below 11 inches 
were handled at a loss, but thos? 
above 11 inches made him a pro- 
fit. As a result he stopped cutting 
trees below 12 inches, even where 
he had bought everything down 
to 8 inches, and found that he 
cleared more money than when 
he cut all he had bought. 

In the second case, a farmer 
had two offers for a very fine 
body of timber. One sawmill man 
offered $7,300 for an of his timb- 
er 8 inches across the stump and 
upward. The other operator offer- 
ed him $7,100 for all of his tim-

Lending institutions, as a re- 
sult of this principle, have shift- 
ed their attention from the pos- 
sibility of recovery in case of

hensive study of the entire loan 
transaction, Mr. McDonald de- 
clared. A lending institution at- 
tains a wider perspective on the 
risk involved in its loan when it 
keeps in mind the borrower's abi- 
lity to pay. 

"Repayment of principal grad- 
ually through monthly install- 
ments operates constantly to 
make the loan a safe one," Mr. 
McDonald said. "When the loan is 
repaid each month the lender is 
not only receiving interest but 
also is reducing the risks to his 
own investment in a particular 
piece of property. 

"This regular repayment also 
encourages the borrower to hold 
onto his home at all cost since he 
is acquiring a larger and larger 
equity in his home all the time. 
A 90 per cent mortgage may 
prove in the long run a better 
loan for the lender and the bor- 
rower than a 60 per cent mort- 
gage which is never repaid."

Drought Creates 
Death Traps For 
Ducks In Canada 




Drought and relics of the World 
War wheat boom are setting hun- 
dreds t>f death traps for w.ld 
ducks now on nuptial flights to 
Canada, according to a survey by 
Ducks Unlimited, Inc., national 
organization of wildfowlers. i 

Innumerable marshes in Mani- { 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, ! 
principal ^breeding grounds of I 
North America's choicest water- 
fowl, will dry up next summer un- 
less heavy rains fall this spring, 
Canadian staff naturalists of the 
organization predict. 

"Spring runoff from winter 
snows, principal source of moit 
ture during the entire year, nas 
!>een less than during p?.st 
drought years in southeastern 
sections of the prairie provinces," 
B. W. Cartwright, chief natural- 
ist, reports. 

"While water prospects ore 
better in western and northern 
sections, hundreds of thousands 
of ducklings may perish next July 
and August if sufficient reserve 
water is not forthcoming soon to 
carry through these normally 
rainless months. 

"What happens is this:" Cart 
wright declares. "Breeding duc^s 
arriving from the United Sti-tes 
in the spring are attracted by 
pools of snow water on marsh- 
lands drained during the World 
War wheat boom, found unprod- 
uctive and now abandoned. 

"Broods hatch in June but be- 
fore thoy can fly all water hv3 
disappeared down the old drain- 
age ditches and the ducklings 
perish by hundreds of thousands 
An organized study showed such 
losses occurred last summer ui 
668 drained as well as undraineJ 
localities." 

Ducks Unlimited contributed 
$100,000 to dam up main ditches 
on 168,000 acres of abandoned 
drainage projects and for other 
work during 1938. Provincial and 
local governments, to which most 
of the areas had reverted for nou- 
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shiny pictures can w made just as 
easily indoors, wherever the rays of 
the sun stream through a window. 
Such indoor pictures are espe- 
cially attractive when the sunlight 
lis used as "backlighting." The pic- 
ture above is "backlighted" — the 
sun comes from a window behind

When yon make these backlighted 
pictures, It is wise fo use photo 
lights to brighten the shadows (see 
diagram). This not only produces a 
better picture effect, but shortens the 
exposure. With photo lights ar- 
ranged as shown, a snapshot can be 
taken with a box camera loaded with 
high speed fi' a. Other cameras, 1/25 
second at Ml. 

Interesting silhouette pictures 
can be made, too, when the subject 
is placed in front of a sunny win- 
dow. Ha silhouette is desired, do not 
use the photo lights or a reflector of 
any kind to illuminate the shadow 
side ot the subject. With subject 
against a sunlighted window make 
a snapshot with the second stop 
opening on a box camera. 

Try a roll ot "indoor sunlight" 
pictures. Many charming effects can 
be obtained, and snapshots of this 
type have a cherry, homelike touch 
that makes them treasured posses- 
sions.

ATTENTION EMPLOYERS 



Midnight of April 30 is the 
deadline for mailing the quarter- 
ly tax return, which employers 
are required to make to the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue under 
the Social Security Act. The em- 
ployer is required to give the soc- 
ial security account number And 
the name of each employee, along 
with the amount of wages paid to 
that employee during the preced- 
ing quarter. 

Without the social security ac- 
count number as a guide, it is im- 
possible for the accounting div- 
ision of the Bureau of Old-Age 
Insurance to determine to whom 
the wages should be credited, be- 
cause hundreds of other persons 
may have the same name. Since 
a worker's insurance benefits ar? 
determined by the amount of hi.- 
total wage earnings, it is impor- 
tant that every dollar of his 
wages be credited to his social 
security account.

EmD'oyers. who understand the 
relationship between the worker's 
social security account number 
and hu xJd-aBe insurance ae- 
eiunt. usually supply complete 
and accurate data on their quar- 
terly wage tax reports to the Col- 
lsctor of Internal Revenue under 
the Social Security Act. In case- 
where the employer, in reporting 
the wages paid his employees. 
fails to give the social security 
account number or name along 
with the wages of each employee 
J he Bureau of Old- Age Insurance 
credits such wages to the anony- 
mous "John Doe'' account until 
complete Identification is obtain- 
ed. There is always the hope that 
the required information can be 
secured. Field managers of tho 
Social Security Board are now 
making special efforts to obtain 
the missing account numbers, so 
'hat every worker may receive 
credit fcr the full amount of his 
wage earnings.

At the special meeting of the 
Town Council held on Monday 
night, the proposed amendment 
to the present fingerprint ord- 
inance, which would have requir- 
ed every employee to be photo- 
graphed, fingerprinted and re- 
gistered, was indefinitely tabled. 
This wa*> an act of wisdom on the 
part of the Council in the opinion 
of the News, which has previously 
declared It to be a piece of perni- 
cious and Illegal legislation. 

Attached to the prepared ord- 
inance, presented to the Council 
was a memorandum from the 
Town Attorney, in which he 
stated that he was presenting the 
ordinance as directed but in his 
opinion it was illegal. It is sus- 
pected, however, that this opinion 
did not have as much weight on 
the action of the Council as the 
opinions rendered on the side- 
walks of Seventeenth street and 
possibly the latter had some in- 
fluence in the bringing forth of 
the expressions of the former. 

Jn the past no apparent serious 
thought has been given to the 
legality or Illegality of a revenue 
producing ordinance. This was 
evidenced by the expressions of 
some of the Councllmen in the 
discussion of proposed new license 
ordinance, which came up at the 
same meeting, when it was re- 
marked that if certain proposed 
licenses were illegal, let ths 
licensee attack It In court and if 
he did not see fit to go to that 
expense, the Town would be tre 
gamer by collecting the license 
fee. This attitude has been par- 
ticularly true . when the revenue 
producing ordinance could be 
masqueraded in the guise of a j 
police power. 

Another example would be the 
existing fingerprint ordinance, 
Which was not earmarked as be- 
ing illegal when passed last 
year, even though it is applicable 
only to certain classes of em- 
ployees. It would seem that if an 
ordinance is unconstitutional 
when it applies to a class as a 
whole, it would also be when it 
applies to a portion of that class 
Okie of the fundamental principles 
of our form of government is the 
Illegality of class legislation. Finis 
should be written to the finger- 
print question by repealing the 
present ordinance applicable to 
only certain classes of employees. 

It is hoped that our municipal 
fathers are beginning to see the 
light; that is, when enacting ord- 
inances, they should give more 
consideration to the taxpayer 
than to the red figures of the 
Town treasury, but if they must 
keep before them the red figures 
then let the glare of their red 
Maze forth when appropriations 
are under consideration.

Under the leadership of the 
Assembly of Tidewater Virginia 
Women and through the conscen- 
trated efforts of its members, 
Cape Henry has been definitely 
established and now recognized as 
the place of the "First Landing " 
of the first permanent colonist. 
this^-organization. 
with the assistance of others, 
been successful in this enterprise 
but they have, also, established 
the fact that the 26th day of 
April, 1607 was the date of th>s 
event so important in the history 
of this County. 

Subsequently, the Daughters of 
Ihe American Colonists erected at 
this spot a permanent marker 
in the form of a granite cross as 
a symbol of the "Wooden Cross" 
placed there by our forefathers 
over three centuries ago. 

Still desirous of having this 
spot preserved as the place of the 
"First Landing" of the founder* 
of the greatest nation on earth, 
these women pushed on and 
through their untiring efforts 
have succeeded in having it in- 
corporated as a part of the Col- 
onial National Historical Park 
The dedication of this area as a 
part of the Park will be celebrat- 
ed this year— on April 30. 

In an effort to indelibly impress 
April 26 upon the minds of the 
American , people, annual pilgri- 
mages and religious service, head- 
ed by Presidents, Governors, 
Bishops and other prominent na- 
tional figures, have been held at 
this shrine for a number of years 
— always on April 26. 

After all the efforts that hays 
been exerted to mark and pre- 
serve this shrine as well as to 
establish its* commemorative date, 
it is incomprehensible that tit? 
pilgrimage, this dedication year 
above all, has been changed from 
the established date of April 23 
to April 30. It is argued that the 
nay of celebration was changed so 
that it might fall upon a Sun- 
day, in order that more people 
would be able to attend. TWs 
seems to us fallacious, for in the 
past several years, more persons 
have attended than could be ac- 
commodated within either eye or 
hearing distance, regardless of the 
day of the week. 

Again, we do not change Lie 
date of celebration of Christmas 
Day, Jamestown Day, Washing- 
ton's Day, Lincoln's nor Lee's 
Day, to make them fall on Sur- 
c'ay and each of these days are 
indelible upon the minds of this 
nation. 

To change the date of the 
celebration of Cape Henry Day 
would seem to be the beginning 
Of the undoing of what has been 
so valiantly fought for — permant- 
iy impressing upon the American 
mind April 26 as Cape Henry Day. 
To those who are historically 
minded, the jumping of dates 
docs not confuse, but to impress 
the average citizen and our child- 
ren, one date of celebration has 
got to be maintained to make it 
a red letter day on the calendar. 
It is sincerely hoped that in the 
future Cape Henry Day will be 
celebrated on April 26 regardless

Books To Own 



WHICH WAY AMERICA? 

By Lyman Bryson. 



"The Peoples Library" is a 
series which the Macmillan Com- 
pany, in collaboration with the 
American Association for Adult 
Education, has begun putting out 
to augment the very small num- 
ber pf brief, well-printed books by 
competent authors on topics or 
problems of current interest to be 
had for relatively little. 

In this second volume in the 
series Lyman Bryson, Professor of 
Adult Education in Teachers 
College, Columbia University, and 
director of the Sunday evening 
radio program known as "The 
Peoples Platform," discusses- in an 
informal, conversational manner 
the merits and limitations of the 
three major politico-economic 
systems; capitalistic Democracy, 



German Fascism. Of course, Pro- 
fessor Bryson realizes that it is 
nearly impossible for anyone al- 
ready convinced of the greater 
attraefflveness of Democracy as 
we know it to appreciate the en- 
thusiasm shown by the adherents 
of rival systems, or to discuss 
those systems with complete ob- 
jectively. He attempts, however 
to do so as far as possible and 
succeeds. I think, in describing 
the newer European ideologies 
with a fair measure of detach- 
ment. I do not mean, of course, 
that he allows his ethical judg- 
ment or his social idealism to be- 
come completely paralyzed, but 
merely that, while passing a tem- 
perate judgment upon Commun- 
ism and Fascism, he also under- 
takes to show what those systems 
mean to the individuals living 
under them sympathetically; how 
such individuals visualized, at the 
time, the events leading up to the 
erection of the several Communist 
or Fascist states, and what shape 
such events have taken in the 
memories of Russians, Italians 
and Germans; what the avowed' 
objects of the experiments were 
at their inception and how ihe di- 
rection of the experiments has 
been modified during the inter- 
vening years; and, most impor- 
tant of all, what the several sys- 
tems are thought by their ad- 
herents to have accomplished for 
them. 

While all this will induce no 
democrat to abandon his prefer 
ences it is, at least, in the proper 
spirit for viewing divergent theor- 
ies of politics and economics, 
which is also the only frame of 
mind in which to reexamine, as 
we should periodically the basis 
of our own democratic faith. To 
this last Professor Bryson turns 
next, trying as before, to be as 
open-minded as his legitimate 
preconceptions will permit. 

We have changed much since 
our 3,000,000 colonists won our in- 
dependence from England a hun- 
dred sixty five years ago, but, as 
the author shows, the changes, 
though very complex, have not 
outmoded our democratic form of 
government. For one thing the 
setting up of a Democracy in this 
country was not such a leap in 
the dark as Communism and 
Fascism represent, but the recog- 
nition of an established fact, that 
the people upon this continent 
were competent to govern them- 
selves. And unlike the old orders 
which were swept into the discard 
by modern Russians, Italians and 
Germans, our system has shown 
itself to be adaptable, responsive 
to the needs of the masses as the 
extension of civil rights and po- 
litical privileges, cultural oppor- 
tunities and economic security at- 
test. And yet there lurks in Pro 
fessor Bryson's mind a fear that 
these and the many other features 
of our democratic process which 
entitle it to perpetuation may be 
overlooked by many Americans. 
Although he writes, as I bsvc 
said, in a temperate vein, without 
the florid touches of an alarm - i 
ist, he obviously believes that j 
America is confronted with the J 
necessity of choosing between j 
Communism, Fascism and Demo- ' 
cracy; that we may very soon ' 
have to decide whether we wish 
to maintain our present demo- 
cratic order or yield to the lure 
of an Americanized version of 
Fascism or Communism. 

Perhaps it may seem to those 
who live in such of the larger 
cities as our indigenous Commun- 
ists and Fascists are wont to 
congregate in that the two groups 
are significant enough to occasion 
the country at large some con- 
em: that they are challenging us 
or may soon challenge us either to 
redefine our whole social, political 
and economic philosophy, or go 
farther and discard our demo- 
cratic tenets. 

Yet those of us who live in less 
urbanized areas, while we in no 
way condone either Hitlerism or 
Marxism, may very reasonably 
feel much less alarmed about the 
alleged twin menace, for, remote 
from the relatively small vocal, 
or otherwise active, bands of Am- 
erican Fascists and Communists 
we are more conscious of the es- 
sential stability and conservatism 
of Americans as a whole. 

However, no one will deny the 
importance of occasional reex 
aminations of our democratic 
faith, of calm, careful compari- 
sons of achievements under our 
socio - politico economic system 
with results obtained under oth- 
ers, so that we may feel indebted 
for such discussions of Democracy 
and the ideologies which rival it 
as this one in Professor Bryson's 
brief and informal book. 

Like many other books designed 
for immediate consumption 
"Which Way America?" bears the 
marks of hasty compilation. Given 
more time for the preparation of 
h$ manuscript Professor Bryson

WHAT PRICE SUBTLETY 



A warning that "waste and in 
efficiency" threaten American 
school systems through the en- 
croachment of "emergency" ed- 
ucational agencies set up and 
controlled by the Federal Gov- 
ernment was sounded recently in 
j a resolution submitted to the 
annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Association of School Admin- 
istrators by its resolutions com- 
mittee. 

The resolution contended the 
nation was confronted with the 
development of "two public 
school systems, one controlled in 
Washington, the other controlled 
by the localities and the States, 
which will be particularly danger- 
ous at a tune when authoritarian- 
ism and regimentation are gain- 
ing the upper hand in so many 
countries." The resolution added 
that such a set up would result 
in "needless duplication, waste 
and inefficiency." It was urged 
that administration of education- 
al services be lodged in the States. 
—Virginia Gazette.

Two issues 
have beeh received by this news- 
paper, and each contains direct _ 
attacks upon Jews, though 
frontispiece proclaims "A 
zine of Opportunity and Patriot- 
ism," which stands "For rural 
betterment in the South." 

The leading article in the cur- 
rent issue is devoted to Hitler, 
who is pictured as 'Humanitar- 
ian Peacemaker". German ideas 
are extolled, and Jews are vici- 
ously derided. 

It is not surprising, perhaps 
that such publication should 
make its appearance, but it is 
amazing to find a number of well 
known business houses advertising 
in it.

Hoisting Hay Electrically 
Can Save Money and Labor 



By IRA MILLER 



"jpHE farmer who has everything hi 
' readiness for the busy days of 
spring and summer has a deckled ad- 
vantage over his less energetic and 
(bresighted brother arte attends to 
each repair and problem only when 
the need actually arise* Therefore, 
although haying la meat parte of 
the country does not get under way 
unUl late June or early July, prepa- 
rations for H aa wen as numerous 
otter farm tasks should be nude 
early in the year when weather con- 
ditions nuke all but the essential 
outdoor chores practically impos- 
sible. 

If he has high-Una electricity, a 
farmer should carefully consider 
every one of its mora than 309 uses 
to determine how many of them he 
can economically and efllclently em- 
ploy in his business. One that is cer- 
tain to pay dividends in labor and 
money saved is hoisting hay into the 
barn, particularly if the controls per- 
mit the hoist to be ope- ted from the 
hayrack. 

With such an a rran gement, not 
only is it unnecessary for the termer 
to get off the wagon from the time 
he drives up to the barn until the 
hay is unloaded but also toe pull- 
up team and driver can be dispensed 
with entirely or released for other 
work. In large barns, the electric 
hoist also will eliminate a saddle 
horse and boy to pull back toe fork 
or slings; in smaller ones, it will make 
the use of a gravity pull-back more 
workable aa the carriage can be 
slowed or stopped immediately, thus 
avoiding possible breakage due to ex- 
cessive speed of toe return.

perity.' Now they speak of 'recov- 
ery It used to be Prosperity ii 
Just around the corner.' Now, my 
apologies to Se c r e t ar y Morgen- 
thau, it is: 'Does It help recov- 
ery?* " 

The figures seem to justify this 
change in terms. Mr. Robey has 
gone back over the charts and 
found that during the past six 
years we have had recovery close 
to half of the time—that, In 34 
out of those 72 months there was 
a measurable improvement over 
the month immediately preceding. 
But we have never had anything 
honestly resembling prosperity. 
The Federal Reserve Board's six- 
year high was reached in 1937, 
when business averaged 10 per 
cent above that old standby of 
normality, the 1923-25 average. 
But if allowance is made for 
changing times and trends, the 
index would have to be at least 
25 per cent above 1923-25 to real- 
ly indicate even a modest pros . 
perity. 

Mr. Robey then goes on to say 
that business' apparent lack of 
faith in soon attaining prosperity, 
as against recovery, "arjses not 
because the basic objectives of 
the New Deal are unattainable. 
Rather, it arises because of need- 
less difficulties put in the way of 
business." He then cites seven 
specific examples of these diffi- 
culties. They are reprinted here, 
in abbreviated form, for the rea- 
son that they cover the problems 
which loom largest in the eyes 
of industrial leaders. 

1. The Wagner Act, no matter- 
how sincere and sound the mo- 
tives underlying it, has caused a 
great deal of trouble, .and even 
organized labor, Judging by view 
expressed in formal labor union 
resolutions, objects to much of it. 

2. We have as yet done no- 
thing tangible to solve the rail- 
road problem or create a work

Not every expert will agree with 
all of these views. Some may min- 
imize most or all of them. But, as 
said before, they come very close 
to reflecting the opinion of arti- 
culate business, both big and 
little. There is a growing school 
of legislators who have become 
convinced that we'll never get 
anywhere until definite, conserva- 
tive action is taken in changing 
and defining our labor, utility, 
agricultural, tax policies, etc. 
That school is very evident in the 
current Congress. It may not yet 
be big enough to get its ideas re- 
flected in law— it is big enough 
to prevent the passage of any ad- 
ditional "radical" legislation, and 
it is also big enough to stand as 
an Imposing barrier between the 
more leftish New Dealers and the 
attainment of their more extreme 
objectives. 

There is an important "prac- 
tical political" factor here, too. By 
and large. Congressmen, like stat? 
legislators and city councilmen, 
vote as they think their constitu- 
ents want them to vote. They go 
the way the wind Mows— or, to be 
more exact, the way they guess It 
is blowing. When Mr. Roosevelt's 
popularity was at Its height, it 
was political suicide to oppose any 
part of the New Deal program, 
and most Congressmen acted ac- 
cordingly. Today (here Is appar- 
ently a shift in public sentiment, 
judging by the standard polls of 
public opinion. In the conservative 
direction, and this is giving heart 
to Congressmen who have been 
sitting on the fence, holding tight 
to their jobs. 

What will come out of all this— 
and out of the growing under- 
ground war between the President 
on the one hand, and the con- 
servative Democrats led by Gar- 
ner and Harrison, on the other— 
Isn't safe to forecast. But it 
throws an interesting light on 
conditions. Many realistic busi- j 
nessmen are coming to feel that, i 
while they won't get all they want ! 
from Congress, there is consider- I 
ably less danger than in the past ' 
of new and unexpected legislative ! 
kicks in the pants. '

WHEN VUdlmtr Dokelsky, Bus- 
vT slaa- American composer of sym- 
phonies, ballets and other types of 
mask: tn the larger forms, develops 
aa appetite for caviar, he consalta 
Vernon Duke, popular songwriter, 
confident of a friendly hearing. For 
Dakelsky and Duke are the same 
person' One writes for Carnegie 
Hall and glory; the other writes 
for Tin Pan Alley and cash, 

Duke's compositions, under his 
American name and his Russian 
designation, constitute Important 
lists In the records of the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers, for Duke's becoming an 
American citizen made him eligible 
to its membership. Here he rubs 
elbows with creators of all kinds of 
successful music, from symphony to 
swing, who, like Duke, use the 
Society's machinery to protect their 
performing rights from unlicensed 
public performance for profit. 

Performances of symphonic works 
usually are costly, not profitable, to 
the composer. Duke meets such 
situations with Income from bis 
popular music. Vladimir Dulcelsky's 
expenses in connection with the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra's per- 
formances of his widely acclaimed 
"Dedlcaces" in Boston and New 
York during the recent holiday sea- 
son were met by Vernon Duke's 
profit from such songs as, "April in 
Paris," "This Is Romance," "I Can't 
Get Started," "What Is there To 
Say?". "I Like The Likes ol You." 
and many others. 

Duke was born Vladimir Dukel- 
sky at Pskoff, Russia, October 10. 
1903. A child prodigy In music, he 
was educated at Kiev Conservatory. 
His family left Russia in 1020, and 



_ through Europe _ 
a hap haza rd living as a pianist. Hie 
first American visit In 1912, brought 
a variety of employment Including 
piano playing In a burlesque thea- 
tre aad writing music for a magt 
clan's act Back tn Europe to 19M, 
he wrote successful ballets for 
Dlaglieff, famous Impresario of the 
Rasslan ballet/ aad then began 
writing popular musk for the Lon- 
don stage. He returned to America 
In 1919, worked to a motion picture 
studio In Long Island, and began 
writing for the New York stage. 
The last Oarrlck Gaieties show, 
1930, included four of his songs 
Then he wrote for "Three's a 
Crowd," "Americana," "Thumbs 
Up." and "The Show Is On." 

Meanwhile Vladimir Dukelsky, 
subsidized by his alter ego, was 
giving expression to his artistic 
aspirations tn two symphonies, a 
piano concerto; the oratorio, "The 
End of St. Petersburg"; ballets, 
suites for piano, quartets and other 
works quite apart from the music 
of Vernon Duke. 

Slender, tall, dark haired, of dis- 
tinguished mien, Duke speaks Rus- 
sian, French. German and English. 
He rails at Wagnerlans. takes Bee- 
thoven in homeopathic doses. His 
favorites are, among the modern- 
ists, Stravinsky, Prokofieff and 
Hlndemitb, and among the classi- 
cists. Bach, Mozart and Debussy. 
Often he works well Into the night 
In his studio,- near his midtown 
apartment in New York CRy. A 
water enthusiast, he is fond of out- 
door recreations, and usually spends 
long weekends in the country. Here 
he gets inspiration for his dual 
musical personality.

In this case 
the credit report was immediately 
available. Usually 3 days are re- 
quired to obtain this information. 
Delay Causes 
Four main reasons for delays 
are outlined by the Housing Ad- 
ministration: When the property 
is located at a remote distance 
from the underwriting office - 
when new materials or unprece- 
dented design are involved; when 
property is located on a new de- 
velopment; when special author- 
ity has to be, obtained from 
Washington in regard to tech- 
nical regulations. 

Thoroughness and accuracy, 
however, the Administration em- 
phasizes, are never sacrificed for 
the sake of 'completing approvals 
on applications. 

Application procedure is as fol- 
lows: 

"If the property owner has al- 
ready made arrangements with 
the bank or other lending institu- 
tion for the mortgage loan, the 
institution makes the application 
for insurance of the mortgage to 
the nearest office of the Federal 
Ifouslng, Administration. If the 
property owner has not yet found 
a lender, he may make the ap- 
plication himself. 

Check far Error 
"In the insuring office the ap- 
plication is first examined to 
check up obvious errors. It is 
then turned over to the Archi- 
tectural and Valuation Sections, 
which make a dual inspection and 



a separate report to the chief un- 
derwriter, who is in direct charge 
of underwriting activities. After a 
complete review, he makes his 
recommendation as to the risk 
and classification of the mortgage 
to the director.

Q— We recently purchased and 
moved into an old home and dis- 
covered that cold drafts come In 
under the doors. How can we 
prevent them? 

A.— It is aulte likely that the 
thresholds .are badly worn. This 
is common in old homes and re- 
sults from excessive wear over 3 
period of years. Thresholds are 
comparatively inexpensive, and 
they should probably be replaced. 
This will assist In eliminating 
drafts and reduce your fuel bill. 
It is also likely (hat your doors 
and windows should be weather- 
stripped and, if you are having 
difficulty in heating your home, it 
is probable that the installation, 
of storm sash and storm doors 
would prove a marked economy 
These greatly reduce heat losses. 
Furthermore, the double panes 
resulting from adding storm sash 
also assist In keeping condensa- 
tion and frost from forming on 
the glass.

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CATCHING UP WITH OURSELVES

"8peed." But the city traffic congestion problem is not being entire- 
ly thrown into the laps of our children, or our grandchildren. Right 
in Hew York the difficult situation has long been recognized and 
many steps taken toward its solution, largely under the direction of 
Robert Moses, the city park commissioner who has done an outstand- 
ing Job In consolidating and administering the city park and park- 
way system and In helping to co-ordinate that with state and subur- 
1m»d systems. 

Many another metropolis has its Moses emerging from the bull- 
rushes, and in the national capital is Chief Thomas H. MacDonald of 
the United States Bureau of Public Roads. He and his staff have 
been laying out a twenty-year Federal program not only for improved 
and inter-city highway communication but also with recommenda- 
tions for relieving congestion near and within the populous centers 
themselves. And Chief MacDonald, noted for his development of the 
Iowa state highway system before he assumed his present position in 
1919, is lending every co-operation of his experiences and efficient 
Bureau to state and local Jughway traffic officials. 

Industry, especially theautomotive, also is facing-the problem, as 
evidenced by the various transportation exhibits at the New York 
World's Pair. If the vision as portrayed in those exhibits ever comes 
true, according to another recent New York newspaper editorial, 
"there will be no traffic problems in future cities in spite of a great- 
er number of cheaper and faster automobiles." Accepting the ideas 
of the various exhibitors; the editorial listed some of the features that 
future communities would have: 

No traffic intersections. 

Pedestrians will cross streets above or below. 

No traffic lights as neither vehicles nor pedestrians will have to 
cross intersections. 

No parallel sidesralks on streets. Pedestrian and vehic ular traffic 
will be entirely divorced. 

Arrangement of warehouses and markets will enable products to 
be handled by belt conveyors and minimize truck traffic. 

Rural thoroughfares will light themselves upon approach of cars 
by means of photo-electric cells. 

Polarized light or Invisible glass will eliminate headlight glare. 

Garages will be placed under dwellings of all kinds, and employes 
In office buildings will have individual parking spots. 

Automobile fuel will be cheaper and non-explosive. 

The community will spread outward in breadth, rather than grow 
upward In the congested fashion of cities today.

LISTEN TO THIS

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INVISIBLE GOVERNMENT 

Sister Republics of Latin- America are asking the Government of 
the United States for Indirect loans to finance trade relations with tlv? 
business interests of our own country. Notwithstanding all that has 
been said in fulsome praise of good neighbors the Pan-Americas have 
withdrawn practically half of the former business they did with the 
United States, and a large part of it has been transferred to Europe. 
Argentina has frankly told the United States that it will not accept 
our trade arrangements. Mexico has been at the top of all lists re- 
ceiving preferential treatment — and the special privileges of invisible 
government, accorded to that country make old-time secret diplomacy 
look like a game of tiddlewinks. 

Herbert Hoover's recent description of our domestic affairs in- 
dicated that the Administration was having a "rendezvous with debt." 
The illustration might have been extended to cover European war 
debts and affairs relating to Good-and-Bad Neighbors of Latin Am 
erica. Many of them have defaulted on their bonds and securities, 
held largely by United States Investors. Whenever Mexico has 
"agreed" to pay anything back she has always confiscated new Am- 
erican properties ranging all the way from farm lands to sugar 
plantations and oil properties. 

Invisible government is a fact, not a theory. It has been mad° 
a fact through the many emergency and relief acts, accompanied by 
special grants of authority to the Administration by the Congress dur- 
ing the past few years. The Administration practically has charge 
of all the details in connection with what is known as a more liberal 
monetary policy in regard to Latin-America in a drive to stimulate 
trade. The news about the Export Import Bank Indicates that it 
has the backing of the President, the State Department, the Treasury, 
and Jesse Jones' Reconstruction Finance Corporation. If the old 
adage is true that "money talks" we should be able to win a lot of 
good neighbors with the systems employed in invisible government. 
However, past experiments that have brought regrets to American 
holders of securities and bonds should not be forgotten at this time 
when the Government proposes to use the taxpayers money for new 
experiments. 

The main criticism about the growth of invisible government is 
that all the machinery of the Administration has come to obey the 
President, whom wise-cracking magazine Tune says is as "stubborn 
as the Dutch dike,"— a statement that is not easy to refute or con- 
tradict.

Q.: Who is entitled to receive 
unemployment benefits? 

A.: Benefits are paid to unem- 
ployed workers who are able and 
willing to work but cannot find 
jobs, provided that during the 
year or two before they became 
unemployed, they had a certain 
amount of work in Jobs which 
came under their State unem- 
ployment compensation laws. 

Q.: What kinds of jobs are cov- 
ered by unemployment wcrr.pe lo- 
tion? lr 

A.: Most of the Jobs/ in fac- I 
tories, mines, mills, shops, offices, I 
stores, and almost all other places 
of industry, business, or com- > 
merce are protected by the State 
unemployment compensation laws 

Q.: Does unemployment com- 
pensation covet workers in small 
concerns as well as large ones? j 

A.: Most of the State laws apply 
only to concerns where eight or 



more workers are employed,- for 
at least 20 weeks a year, on jobs 
that are covered by the laws. Such 
is the case in North Carolina. 
Virginia, and West Virginia. In 
the District of Columbia the law 
applies to commercial companies 
and industrial plants having one 
or more employees; In Maryland, 
to concerns hating four or more 
employees. 

Q.:. Do I lose my unemploy- 
ment compensation benefits 
rights in a State if I leave it in 
order to take a job in some other 
State? 

A.: Most States are cooperat- 
ing in an interstate benefit-pay 
tnent plan so that the worker who 
has left a State in which he has 
benefit rights may register for 
work and file his claim at an em- 
ployment office in another State. 
His benefits will then be forward- 
ed to him from the State where 
he has benefit credits. You can 
find out at your employment of- 
fice whether or not your State is 
among those taking part in the 
interstate benefit-payment plan 
There are of course, a certain 
number of workers who move 
from State to State so often that 
they do not qualify for benefits 
under any Sta V law even though 
all their work together, if It had 
been done in one State, would be 
enough to qualify them.

plantation was a crown grant to 
Thomas Lawson in 1609.

In 1882 it was partial- 
ly destroyed by fire, but is now 
restored. One reaches Donation 
from Norfolk by way of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard turning 
left at Chinese Corners and right 
at Absolom's corner from which 
point the Church may be seen. 
The present Church is a restora- 
tion—the ancient Church havuw 
withstood two wars was burned 
in 1882 and only one waD left 
standing. Those who loved it and 
whose fathers had attended its 
services for generations kept it a 
l*.vlng Church by holding services 
once each year within its ruins 
snd finally in 1916 succeeded in 
restoring it upon its foundations 
and within the one remaining 
wall. Several ancient tombs have 
been reclaimed from abandoned 
grave yards in the County and re- 
stored to its grounds by The Prin- 
cess Anne Garden Club which 
keeps its grounds in order. 

Eastern Shore Chapel four 
miles from the Cavalier stands 
on land patented by William Cot- 
nick in 1657 and was given to 
Lynnhaven Parish by his heirs. 
The present church was built in 
1754 .and is in constant use. It te 
very beautiful and well worth a 
visit. One reaches Eastern Shore 
Chapel from Norfolk or Virgii-.a

This house was destroyed by 
fire forty years ago. The waQs 
were of brick two feet thick.

One reaches Donation 
from Norfolk by way of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard turning 
left at Chinese Corners and right 
at Absolom's comer from which 
point the Church may be seen. 
The present Church to a restora- 
tion—the ancient Church bavin* 
withstood two wars waa burned 
in 1882 and only one wall left 
standing. Those who loved it and 
whose fathers had attended its 
services for generations kept it a 
living Church by holding services 
once each year within its ruins 
and finally In 1018 succeeded in 
restoring it upon its foundations 
and within the one remaining 
wall. Several ancient tombs have 
been reclaimed from abandoned 
grave yards in the County and re- 
stored to its grounds by The Prin- 
cess Anne Garden Club which 
keeps its grounds in order. 

Eastern Shore Chapel four 
miles from the Cavalier stands 
on land patented by William Coi - 
nick in 1657 and was given to 
Lynnhaven Parish by his heirs. 
The present church was built in 
1754 .and to In constant use. It ii 
very beautiful and well worth a 
visit. One reaches Eastern Shore 
Chapel from Norfolk or Virginia 
Beach by way of the Virginia 
Beach Boulevard, turning South 
at Oceana.

Setting root 
on solid earth, the first act of 
these hardy voyagers was to erect 
a crude wooden cross and kneel 
down In prayerful thanksgiving 
for their safe deliverance.

THE NEWS' POLICY 

There appears to have arisen 
an uncertainty in the minds of 
gome of our readers as to the 
policies of the News. It is, there- 
fore, thought to be appropriate 
at this time, particularly in view 
of the on-coming primary and 
election, to endeavor to clarify its 
position. 

At the out set, politically, the 
Haws Is Democratic, even though 
ft has not and does not agree with 
of the adopted policies of 
party and has openly criticis- 
ed them on various occasions. 
HBwevefrTCihf* County Journal, 
devoted to the interest of all the 
people of the County, this does 
not mean that news items, state- 
Bents or letters of other political 
parties will not be gladly and fully 
carried. This, of course, does not 
apply to the editorial columns, 
which must be reserved to ex- 
press its opinion, a privilege ac- 
corded all Americans. 

As to intra-party policies, it 
has been and will be the purpose 
of the News to stand hands off, 
particularly in local primaries. 
Bach of us, however, have our 
candidacy preferences and fre- 
quently show them. The News at- 
tempts, however, to show the 
facts as it sees them— sometimes 
commending — sometimes criticis- 
ing—regardless of intra - party 
factions. 

A County weekly is, in the last 
analysis, a medium through 
-which is portrayed in ever recur- 
ring cycles the lives, habits, ac- 
complishments and disappoint- 
ments of its readers. From it, 
subscribers learn of the daily 
happens among their neighbors. 
of the policies of their local gov- 
ernments and of other matters of 
Importance to them- and their 
community but ofsricy great im- 
port to the outside world. Of 
course, there should be some sum- 
mary of important State and Na- 
tional happenings but in these 
days of rapid transportation of 
the metropolitan dailies and the 
widespread ownership of radios 
little of this is news when read 
in the local weekly. It is, there- 
fore, quite obvious that the main 
objective of a rural paper is to 
fairly, accurately and completely 
M possible chronicle all worth- 
while happenings In the commu 
nity it serves. 

While the major objective of 
aD newspapers is printing the 
news, no publication, whether it 
be great or small, local or nation 
al In circulation, can attain the 
highest standard of useful service 
unless, in addition to news effici- 
ently covered and clearly and 
honestly printed, it has a coura- 
geous, progressive, and fair edi- 
torial policy; and this is true in 
even larger measure of the small 
town weekly than of its larger 
' competitors. And, Just as in the 
news columns of the weekly paper 
the great emphasis should be laid 
upon local happenings, so in its 
editorial columns first considera- 
tion should be given to a consid- 
ered, intelligent discussion of 
problems affecting the intimate 
daily life of Ms patrons. 

In all editorial discussions, re-

Wednesday. April 38, marked 
the 332nd anniversary of the 
landing of the first permanent 
Colonists in America.

Rev 
William A. Brown, Bishop of 
Southern Virginia. 

These pilgrimages have been 
held annually for the past sev- 
eral years, not only in commem- 
eration but to more firmly stamp 
this bit of early American history 
on the minds of the posterity of 
the founders of this nation. Al- 
ways attended by prominent Na- 
tional, State and Religious fig- 



that they (the Commission) "an-fl 
proved in principle the theory 
that the area known as she 
Desert' area of Seashore Park be 
preserved to as nearly natural a 
manner as is compatible with 
public use." This Is, as readily 
seen, qualified by the use of the 
words 'approved to theory thr 
preservation as compatible with 
public use', which gives a broad 
latitude for a change in policy or 
to adopt such policy as they sec 
fit, as no policy has been adopted 
by the new Commission. 

Again they said the one-way 
road would be retained where pos- 
sible and seemed feasible.

The director was authorized to 
proceed with certain two-way 
road construction and other con- 
structions. So to date we have 
nothing definite. The whole 
statement is filled with qualifica- 
tion and loop-holes, and ends with 
the limitation that the policies 
and road construction plans will 
have to meet with the approval of 
National Park Service. What if 
the National Park Service says, a 
two-way road? 

We suspect that there is already 
a commitment to the Federal 
Government to construct a two- 
way road through the park, so

A ONE-WAT ROAD? 



Last week after paying a visit 
to the Seashore State Park, the 
State Conservation Commission 
very promptly made a decision on 
the two-way road dispute. Ap- 
parently the Commission was im- 
pressed with the Park and the 
contentions of the opponents to 
the two-way road and from the 
released statement of their deci- 
sion, it would appear that the 
one-way road advocates have won 
a victory. 

However, upon a careful 
analysis of the language used in 
the statement, it seems as if the 
Commission said a whole lot but 
promised nothing. Such portions 
of the decision as appeared to be 
a commitment was carefully 
couched in a language to leave

more than merely to live eighteen 
or twenty years; something more 
than merely to grow to physical 
stature of woman; something 
more than to wear flounces, ex- 
hibit dry goods, sport Jewelry; 
something more than to be a 
belle. — A true woman exists in- 
dependent of outward adorn- 
ments. It Is not wealth, or beau- 
:;- of .pcrton, cr station, or power 
of mind, or literary attainments, 
or variety and riches of outward 
accomplishments that make the 
woman. These often adorn wom- 
anhood, but they should not be 
Presi- mistaken for the thing they 
adorn. 

For centuries man has looked 
upon woman as a mere ornament. 
He believed that to him only did 
the gods give the right to think, 
to sieak, to act. Yet history down 
through the ages has revealed 
women of rbility-women possess 
ing man's special talents — the 
power of thinking, speaking, and 
acting. When on occasion she 
displayed these "manly" traits, 
she became "different" — one to 
be feared rather than admired 
Strangely enough her own fair 
sisters likewise raised eyebrows 
and looked at her askance. 

So for ages regarded as an or- 
nament woman too often became 
just that — an idle, useless crea- 
ture. . 

"It is a glaring, solemn, hum- 
iliating fact, that woman is not 
what the Creator designed her to 
be". What a statement!— And 
this follows, "No one can look at 
woman's present estate without 
feeling that she has many long 
steps yet to take before she will 
attain to her true position— her 
full womanhood." Knowing the 
authors of this Victorian book — 
"American Etiquette and Rules of 
Politeness" to be six gentleman 
and one lady, I wonder from 
whose pen those words came. 

This "lecture" was written for 
the women of half a century ago, 
and was most frank and urgent. 
The words sound like a "call to 
arms" to women to bestir them- 
selves—to shake off the shackles 
that bound them to a weak, 
thoughtless, and heartless life 
and to find their true place in 
the world of affairs. Women were 
urged to have "the strength of 
will to do and to dare." 

To dare what? To do what? 
Remember, please, these words 
were addressed to those weak, 
helpless females who had not 
tried their wings. To me the 
words seem daring for that era. 
and, no doubt, were strange whis- 
perings to many— speaking a 
language foreign to their ears."— 
dare to face false customs, dare to 
frown — on fashion, dare to assert 
their own rights, dare to be above 



kind of virtue, as shown by those 
"that would not have a drunkard 
for a husband, but would drink 
a glass of wine with a fast young 
man — that would not use profane 
language, yet love the society of 
men they know are profane out 
of their presence — that would not 
be dishonest, yet use deceitful 
words and countenance the soc- 
iety of men known as deceivers — 
not irreligious, yet smile upon 
even immoral men and show they 
love to be wooed by them." Call 
not that virtue but a hypocritical, 
hollow pretense. True virtue com- 
mands respect, and having this 
and the will to do and to dare 
woman went on their "mission." 
It was not enough for them to be 
what their mothers were — they 

were superior. 

The chapter closes with these 
stirring words— "Young ladles 
should step forward and be lead- 
ers to the great work of life. They 
have a right to this, it is their 
plain duty; and why are they thus 
standing back?" 

Standing back? Would that 
those dear writers of 1882 could 
see the fledgings that their words 
released. How did they use their 
new freedom? How did they em- 
ploy their talents? Did their 
wings prove strong? 

Standing back? There Is no 
standing back for the women of 
to-day. Grown strong and fear- 
less they march forward keen, ef- 
ficient, enthusiastic competitors 
in almost every profession known 
to man. 

Standing back? A woman takes 
her place with the American Cab- 
inet of State; a diplomat resides 
in Denmark; other Curies search 
for the unknown; Portias plead 
before the Bar of Justice; Shy- 
locks too. in womanly garb, in- 
vade the business world. On and 
on I might go. O tempora-O 
mores! 

Where Is all this leading us? 

Will Tomorrow's children rev- 
erse the old game? Will Susie 
with chubby fingers count the 
buttons or zlpers on Sammy's 
jacket and cry in childish glee. 
"Rich-woman, poor-woman, beg., 
gar-woman, theif-doctor, lawyer, 
merchant chief; rich woman, 
poor woman, beggar . woman, 
their -doctor, ' lawyer— Oh - Oh 
Sammy's going to marry a law 
yer Sammy's going to many 
lawyer!"

THE DOPE ON HOUSEFLIEB 

If your wife gives a scream and 
tells you to kill that big blue fly 
before it has a chance to lay mil- 
lions of eggs, dont get excited. 

Tell her 
she is mistaken about the big blue 
fly. It isn't the brood fly that will 
bear all the houseflies that wlB 
annoy you for the rest of the 
summer. This situation is one 
that has arisen in numbers of 
homes during the warm weather 
of the last week end. The metallic 
greenish or bluish fly that has 
upset your wife is not a common 
housefly (musca domestica) at 
all. It may be a blue-bottle 
(calliphora erythrocephalia) or a 
black blowfly (phormia regina) cr 
a green-bottle (lucilia caesar or 
lucilia sericata). 

If you wish to instruct your 
wife, here are a few points about 
the musca domestica. The 
mon housefly is found in all 
Of the world and constitutes 
about 98.8 per cent of all the 
flies you see.

They are another species known 
as .the lesser housefly. 

It Is a mistake to imagine that 
the houseflies of October crawl 
into cracks and crannies and 
sleep until the first mud weather 
arouses them. NO experiment has 
shown that files can live all win- 
ter and then begin breeding in the 
spring. Instead they pass the win- 
ter as larvae and pupae. If food 
and breeding materials are pres- 
ent they may breed continuously 
during the winter, but if those are 
absent the files die. A summer fly 
that lasts until January would be 
about the equivalent of the widow 
of a veteran of the War of 1812.

TRADE LOSSES 

Barter deals with Germany. Italy and Japan are destroying the 
leadership of the United States in the Mexican machinery market. 
says a statement issued by the United States D epartmen t of Com- 
merce a few days ago. The official survey reveals that the United 
States supplied 74 per cent and Germany 16 per cent of the imports 
in 1667, and that Germany switched the orders so that for the first 
six months of 1636 the United States had 66 per cent and Germany 
25 per cent of the business. "A further reduction in the shipments of 
machinery is anticipated this year," is a significant conclusion of the 
Commerce Department. By translating pesos into American dollars 
it appears that the Germany barter inroad is taking away approxi- 
mately $15,600,000 in commerce from United States manufacturers 
and transferring it this year to Germany. 

"German participation in the Mexican machinery market is 
steadily increasing, especially with regard to purchases by the Mexi- 
can government. In the petroleum field the government, finding it 
difficult to sen oil for cash in the world markets, is engaging in baiter 
deals with Germany. Italy and Japan," says Harry Hopkins' Com- 
merce Department. 

Chief users of American machinery in Mexico has been the min- 
ing industry but the German trade invasion finds the Hitler govern- 
ment exporting into Mexico large quantities of trucks, broadcasting 
equipment, machinery for highway construction, rails, pipe, Deisel 
engines, power generating and transmitting equipment, bridge steel 
and rubber hose. 

"The expropriation of the privately owned oil properties in 
March, 1938, resulted in a withdrawal of capital from Mexico" says 
the Department of Commerce, and adds: "The Mexican government, 
since that date, has purchased practically no oil refinery equipment, 
all of which formerly came from the United States." 

In cataloging lost trade it appears that United States exports of 
lumber machinery to Mexico have decreased from $100,000 annually 
to about $30,000 to $35,000 a year. Every branch of machinery manu- 
facture in the United States is hit by the barter-games of the Dicta- 
tor governments in various parts of Latin-America. 

American business men who have climbed aboard the Good 
Neighbor band wagon to share in the promised 'development of com- 
merce throughout Pan-America are experiencing a good deal of 
skepticism in view of the adverse reports like the above from our 
own Government.

Research with sweetpotatoes 
shows that the time of setting 
plants to the field and spacing 
plants to the row are two factors 
that have an Important bearing 
on the quality and sise of the 
crop. On the other hand, whether 
plants are first, second, or third 
pullings has little effect on yields 
as long as they are of equal sise 
and are planted at the same time, 
according to L C. Reamer, vege- 
table gardening specialist, Vir- 
ginia Agricultural Extension Di- 
vision. 

In tests with three varieties- 
Nancy Hall. Porto Rico, and Big 
Stem Jersey— the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture found that 
sweetpotatoes set early, about 
May 15 hi Virginia, produce the 
best yields. Each successive two- 
week delay to planting resulted 
to a lower yield of roughly 30 
bushels per acre of No. 1 grade 
and 50 bushels total yield. Late 
planting cut the yield of No. 1 
grade potatoes to one-third that 
of the early planting. (Beamor 
says that these views apply parti- 
cularly to potatoes grown for di- 
rect marketing and not to storage 
crops.) 

When the plants were spaced 0. 
9, 13, and 15 inches apart to rows 
4 feet apart, the total yields and. 
No. 1 yields differed little, but the 
number of Jumbo size increased 
with the thinner plantings and 
the amount of No. 2's decreased. 
Because it is less expensive and 
requires less labor to set the 
plants at the wider spacings, the 
spacing of 12 inches is considered 
best.

Heating Plants 
Need Seasonal 
Care In Spring 

In a few more weeks thousands 
of home-heating plants will be 
turned off for the Summer, and 
unless a certain amount of off- 
season care is taken there will be 
many home owners facing large 
repair bills next Pall. 

Serious damage to boilers often 
occurs during the Summer 
months. One of the principal 
causes of this is corrosion which 
results from the combination of 
moisture in the cellar air and 
sulphur in the soot, ash, and re- 
sidue. 

Thorough cleaning by a com- 
petent heating engineer, will pre- 
vent boiler corrosion. Cleaning of 
the boiler consists of the removal 
of soot, ash, and residue from all 
heating surfaces and the removal 
of clinkers, cinders, and ashes' 



Attic Flooring 

Attic space in many older 
homes is unusable, even as stor- 
age space, because of the lack of 
a floor. Storage of trunks, furni- 
ture, and other heavy objects on 
the ceiling joists is dangerous and 
may cause a sag in the ceiling of 
the room below. 

The cost of placing a rough 
flooring over at least part of the 
average attic is small, and in 
many cases this effectively solves 
the storage problem. 



Broom Closet 
Allows Space 
For Equipment 

A cleaning closet close to both 
kitchen and laundry requires a 
minimum of space and returns a 
maximum of convenience. 

In this wide shallow closet can 
be stored all of the brooms, mops, 
dusters, vacuum cleaners, and 
sweepers needed for orderly 
housekeeping, while at the same 
time it frees kitchen cupboards 
of the odor of soaps, polishes, Suij 
wax. The closet should be provid- 
ed with shelves to contain dust 
cloths, sponges, cleaning fluids, 
soap powders,- machine oil, insect 
spray, and countless other house- 
hold necessities which, if not as- 
signed some central location, do 
much to reduce order in the 
home. 

Each housekeeper's particular 
needs should determine the ar- 
rangement of his closet, but some 
general plan should be followed so 
that any article may be removed 
without knocking over another. 



Built-in Antenna 

Good radio reception without 
the necessity for a maze of wires 
on the roof is possible through 
the use of a built-in antenna and 
wall plug. Not only is the roof rid 
of unsightly wires but window 
strips, insulators, and other bits 
of equipment which mar the ap- 
pearance of the living room are 
eliminated. 

A plate similar to those provid- 
ing power outlets is available for 
the antenna and ground wire, and 
all that is necessary for good 
radio reception is to connect the 
radio with the poles on the plate.

War to control and eradicate 
tuberculosis is being waged vItot- 
ously this month In 31 comities 
and seven cities where local or- 
ganizations are moving to uncover 
the disease through an "Earry 
Diagnosis Campaign," sponsored 
bv the Virainii TnVmW* 
Association. 

As part of the drive i,o wipe otrt 
the white plague in the Old 
Dominion. J. Vaughan Gary, 
president of the State Association 
said yesterday, 3.854 posters and 
92,739 pamphlets have been dis- 
tributed from Richmond head. 
quarters to local associations and 
committees to call attention of 
Virginians to the importance of 
finding early cases of tuberculosis. 

"It is important," said Mr. 
Gary, "to discover tuberculosis by 
well-directed, intensive efforts, to 
Induce people to see their doctors 
or to attend clinics; also by 
j tuberculin testing, case follow-up, 
tracing contacts of the sick, aw 
well as of the dead. We have 
found that the beat means of 
reaching our people is through a 
campaign. It must be remember- 
ed, however, that our 'campaign' 
is not a fund raising drive; it hi 
an opportunity to educate the 
masses to the dangers of tuber- 
culosis. 

"In a general sense," Mr. 
Gary went on, "the early diag- 
nosis campaign will go on until 
tuberculosis is eradicated. But, by 
concentrating our efforts into a 
short period campaigners have 
found they can s timu late more 
public interest.
